WP etl, I; Majeſty having reſolved to begin his 

%, (Campagne with che Siege of Maeſtichr, 
thought it neceſſary however to conceal 
his Intentions, as far as could be trom the 
Enemy , and leave them onely uncertain 
Conjectures where he would fi ft Attack 
them , until Iis aniyal before Maeſtricht 
had unfolded the Myſtery, This was the 
reaſon of his Myjeſties aſſembling his Troops on the Lys ; his 
coming with his Army to the Walls of Ghent, and his conti- 
nuing there ſome time 3 hrs ſending our a Body of Men to pals 
the Faert, between that place and Br#zes, under the Command 
of the Duke de Fenifade, and afterwards ſeveral Squadrons of 
Hotſe uncer the Command of Monſieur : his ſending the Mar- 
quels de Rochefort with 6920 Horſe towards Yilveerden; and 
laſtly , of his Encamping before Brxfſels, that fo he might 
diſguiſe his deſtgn of belteging Afzeſtricht, and give £qual jea- 
louſte torke Dutch and their Allies z who te.ng thus concerned 
for themſelves, could not fend the Forces, they would orher- 
wiſe have done, into Maeftricht to reinforce that Gatrifon, 

His Mafcſty having thus pailed chrough Flayders , the 
Third of this inſtane Fune, S. N. Commanded the Count de 
Lorge,: one of c his Licutenant Generals, with 6009 Horfe and 
D: az consgo go and Inveſt Maeffricht, He parted wich this Bocy 
of Men about Midnight, taking his way through Tilcr2zt , 
S..Truyen, and Toreres, and arr yed the Fifth, inthe Eveinngs 
before Meftricht, where he tound the Count de Atontal, Gu- 
vernor of Charlcroy and Tongres with 1500 Horſe Eran out of 
this later place and Maſeych.

At their firſt arrival they were ſaluted from the Town with 
' ſeveral Shot, nor*ithſtanding which, they gave every where 
the neceſſary orders ; and the next day, about Six a Clock in 
the Moining, began to Inveſt the place on this fide of the 
Menſe, 

1 he Seventh atrived the Sieur ds Piloy with 3500 Hotſe 
of Monſieur Tarennes Army, and the next Cay the S.cur de 
Reveillon B. igadier, with ſeveral Regiments of Foot from the 
ſame Army, The ſame day the Steut de /a Talce arrived like- 
wiſe with other Troops , wito all rogerhe: finithed the Inyeſture 
of the place, on the ocher ſide, called Wyck, and a Bridge of 
Boa's w-s made over the River tor the C- vmunicaticn of the 
ſeveral Quarters. In the mean time, the Count de Montal 
having cauſed Seven thouſand Botes to come our of the Neigh- 
borhood 0 Liege, began to work onthe Lines of Circonyal- 
lation and Contravallation: This let the Governor fee we were 
in earneſt, who thereupon omitted no endeavors for the detence 
of theplace, being very glad that he had ſome days before re- 
ceived into the Town 1000 Spanith Foot and 500 Horſe : Ac- 
cordingly he cauſed all the Inhabitants, as well as Soldiers, to 
work for the raiſing of Three Batteries on Three Cavaliers, from 
whence they could (ee all our Quarters and incommode them 
very much ; and beſides, cauſed frequent Sallics ro be made 
through by-ways, and undiſcernable by us, by reaſon of the 
Redoubvts which were far advanced, and the very high Corn 
that was round the place, 

The firſt Sally, they made out of the Toxgres Gate with 
150 Horſe, who with great courage fell upon one of our Qut- 
Guards, which were but 20 of the Kings Muskettiers com- 
manced by the Sieur de Paygnace, the Enemy making ſlight ac- 
count of this ſmall number, whom they thought to deſtroy 
with eaſe, put not themſelves. into thar poſture they would per- 
haps otherwiſe have done, and fo were deceived by the great 
courage of our Men, who made ſo brave a reſiſtance, rhat 
they killed 20 of the Aſſailants, and bear the weſt as ta, as their 
- Counterſcarp ,' notwithſtanding they fired violently wy h their 
{mall:Shot from thence, The Sicur de Paygnace was killed 
with a Cannon Bullet , with one Musk«ettier more, and cx0 
wounded, 

The Ninth the Enemy made an other Salley by the fayour 
of their Redoubts; and the high Corn, they killed rwo of 
our Men , and forced our Out-Guard to retire; but the Count 
a Auvergne having notice thereof, went unmediately out with 
a 
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a Party , and forced the Enemy hack 3 Thei: intention was to 
have taken the Standar Cs, which food alovg. the Line, c11d 
three of the: Officers had a'ready Seized Two Stindards of the 
Kin s Regiment , chough they held them not lone . for one of 
theſe Ofh:ers was killed with a Musket Bullet, and the ocher 
two taken Priſoners, 

Daring theſe frrit days of the Siege, there wete ſeveral 
other Skirm ſhes . in which che En my had no farther Acvan- 
tage ; \ hey loſt the Maiquis deYervic, Nephew ro the Cunt 
of Rrengy , who was very much wounded, ind taken P:iſoner. 

The Tenth the King who pa:red zt Mi/night fiom St, Trauy- 
en, even gieat ' cagues from Aaeſiricht , anived in the C amp 
about non, acrcompanyed by Monfteur, with his Gexs d Ar mes, 
and part of the Infintry , notwithſtanding che difficu ty of the 
Ways , and the fl :w maich of the Foor z his Maj-ſty was no 
{»oner arrived, but went to viſit the ſeveral Poſts, ronbſe:ve 
the Sciruition of the Place, and its Forr:fications, and to aſſign 


the Troops that came with him, their ſeve-a! ſtations, On. 


this occzſion there happened a new Skirmiſh, in which the 
Kings Dragoons took one Priſoner , whom his Msjcſty imme- 
diarely gave his Liberty ag1in, with this Commiſſion, that he 
fh uid tell the Bſiegsd, That unleſs they Surtendred fuddainly, 
they could nor expe any Quarter. 

The foll-wing night his Majeſty was at the By-watch , as 
he hath bten ever fincez The next Morning he cauſed the 
Bri 'o- of Communication to be finiſhed ,, and the reſt of rhe 
J-ic1f.c y being come up , heafſigned them their ſeveral Quar- 
t© - Lundthe place, That day Monſieur went and rook his 
Carter on the {ide of Wyck, with 6000 Ho:ſe,and 9:@0 Foot; 
The King took his at a Village called oilre , which is abour 
half Cannon ſhot from the place, and ſecured in ſome mea- 
fare from the Enemies Cannon, by a (mal! Hill that covers 
if, 

The Twelfth was imployed in working at the Lines of Cir- 
convallation and Contravallation : Thatnight his Majeſty cau- 
ſeqa Redoubt of the Enemies, which was far adyanced , agd 
incommoded ns very much, to be Attacked , ' which after a 
ſhort diſeute was taken, moſt of them that defended it, which 
were 30 in all, having been killed or taken Priſoners, 

The 13 happened a {mall Skirmith between 50 of the Enemy, 
and ſome of our Guards, who at firſt, as being much the weaker, 
were forced to give way , but being affiſted by a Party ſent to 
them from the Camp, they beat the Enemy to the foot of their

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Counterſcarp, That night his Majeſty cauſed the Infantty tg 
march nearer tothe Place, being ſecured by the Cavalry, and 
Monſieur did the like on his fide, ſo thar the Befteged could nor 
ſtic our of their Coynterſcarp , without coming under our 
Shot. 

The Foutteenth we ſeized on a cloſe way,by which the Ene- 
my ſecurely made all their Salleys z 2000 Horſe were Poſted 
there, anda Retrenchment made to ſecure them againſt the 
Enemy, This day the Lines , as well on this as the other 
ſide the Meuſe, were finiſhed , although that of Contrevallaci- 
on is about four Miles about, and that both ate 1 2 Foot broad, 
and fix foot deep. 

The Fifteenth great Proviſton was made of Faggots,and other 
Neceſſaties for the Siege, the King in the mean time with 
his accuſtomed Vigilance, obſervin2 what Places were fitteſt 
ro be Attacked , and taking care tha all things were in the po. 
{ture they ought to be , before he opened the Trenches, 

The Sixteenth his Majeſty reſolved that the Trenches ſhould 
be opened the next Morning, not far from the Tongres Gate , 
and in the mean time out Men began to work, for the raiſing of 
two Batteries on this ſide the Serre, anda third on the other 
ſide, on the Mount Str, Peter, in Monſieur Mextals Quarter , 
on the fide of Lietembereh , the Guns being {9 ordered, that 
they could not onely diſmount thoſe of the Enemy , but alſo 
'ncommode them very much in their Out-works, which the 
Enemy were Fortifying allthey could, the Women as well as 
the Men being employed ar the Work; and in the mean time 
red more furiouſly then they had done befaxe, 

The Seventeenth about Nine at Night, the Trenches were 
opened in the places his Majeſty had appointed, which are on 
thefide of his Quarter , by two Bataillons of French Guards, 
and one of Sw:ſlks, Commanded by the Duke ge la Fewillade, 
Lic enant General, onthe Right, and by a Bataillon of Picar- 
ay, and two of the Royal Regiment, Commanded b- the Mar- 
quis de Vanbran on the Leir, being in all 4800 Men, an 


)ſſiſted by eight Squadrons drawn out of the Kings Gu:r.'s, 


Gen(darmes and Light Horſe, under the © ommano utrie Che. 
valier de Hautevilie, 1he Enemy all chis whilefuec yay brisk+ 
ly upon us, bur kjlled onely three or tour of our you'diers , 
and woundeda Lieutenant of the Royal R<g:men: 3 the nighe 
was very favou:able to us, and our Men con: invec their Works 
till Morning, without agy oppoſition , ith {o much vigor, 
that by break of Gay , thoſe under the Command of the Dul:e 
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de Feuillade, had advanced 1000 Paces, coutiting the turn- 
ings; and thoſe under the Command of Monſi-ur Paubran 
2c0,; and beſides made a Line of C ommunication between 
the. tv 0 Trenches, which wereat f1ſt diſtant from each other, 
above 800 Paces , and now there remained onfly 1 500 Paces 
to the Countericarp ; The Enemy who had been very filene 
all night, about three a clock in the Morning began ta fie 
vety wartmely with their ſmall ſhoe ypon our Musketeers , 
though without any great eff , there having not been above 
five or fix killed, and ſome few wounded, and amongſt others 
the Marquis de Termes, Ayde Carvp , and the Sieur deVilleron , 
likewiſe Ayde de Camp,received light hurts; Here I cangor omit 
cotell you, that the day before, in the taking of the Redoubr, 
the Sicur de Charlie, Captain of the Kings Regimeat, was 
ſhot in the Shoulder, 

The Eighteenth by break of day, our three Batterics began 
to play upon the Town, one having 12 Pieces of Canncn 
Mounted on it , the ſecond8, an1 the third 6, each of chem 
carrying Bullets of 24 pound weight z This day 38co ſhot were 
made into the i own, not without co.ng conſiderable execuri- 
on; In the Morning we Battered down two of the three Ca: 
valiers, which they had raiſed upon their Rampart , and by 
four in the afternoon we had likewiſe Battered down the others 
However the Enemy with much difticulty M unted rvo of their 


Guns again, with which they fired into Mont: ur: Menta!'s 


utter, though without any effect , whi it he was ating with 
_ all imaginable vigor : About 11 a Clock this day , Monſicur 
Montal (ent out a Party of 50 Men: of the Regim-nr of Bax- 
dewile, ro (eize on a Houſe, which ſtood in his Quarter, which 
was Guarded by 18 Souldiers, Commanded by a Lieutenant and 
a Sergeant, who had orders trom the Gove: nor not to yield, 
he having piomiſed to ſend them on all o caſt ns , ſuch Suc-- 
cors, as the importance of that Poſt would requnez Our Men 
ſoon madethemſelves Maſters of the Place, caking the Lieu 
tenant an : his Syuldiers Priſoners , with the loſs on our fide of 
three Men killed , befides five or fix, with two Sergeants woun- 
ded , as was likewiſe the Sicur de Cowrelle , Major of the Re- 
oiment of Bandewille, 

The Eighteenth at N ghrt, the Marquis de Rochefort , Licu- 
tenant General, relieved the Duke de [4 Feuillade , with a Bar 
taillon of Nawarre, another of the Crown , tormetly ca led 
Anozs , and a third of the Kingsz The Chevalier de Lorrain, 
Mateſhal de Camp , Relieved the Marquis 4: Yawbrun , withn 
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Baraillon/ of” P:e#11mt,and two of the Regiments of Dawphin; 
being Guarded as the day befofe, by eight Squadrons of Caval- 
ry, -under the Command of 'the Marquis de Chazeron ,' Briga> 
dier of the Genſdarmes3 T hat Night the Trenches were advan- 
ced 600 Paces, and within 900 of the Counterſcarp, the Enemy 
all chis while firing very violencly,co rep2ir-cheir filence thenighe 
paſt , . no withitanding .we had onely two Men killed; *and 
14 or! 15 wounded, weftdes the Sicur Perwinele , Mireſhal 
or the Kings Guards of Light-Hotle, and the Sicur - & 1s 
Boſſrere, Captain in the Kings Regimeut,-were borhwounded 
witia'Shot trom a Musket; WThis Nihrthe King, who-ill 
Ike the meancſt Soldier, _ expoſes himſelf co the greateſt 
danger, came 'to y.lit the Trenches, accompanted by 
Monſieur, - who had ben likewiſe, inthe Trenches' rhe Night 
before. | | | 

The Ninereenth our Batteries began to Fire again very 
furiouſly upon the Town, and with that ſucceſs, that we again 
diſmounted a:l the Enemies Cannon, and batrered down their 
works, In the Evening, the Count de Lorge, Licurenant Ge- 
neral, relieved the Marqueſs de Rochefort, with a Bataillon of 
the Marine, and twoof Arnjeu, and the Chevalier de Fomrilles, 
M areſchal de Camp, relieved the Chevalier de Lorraine,” with 
three of the Kings Regiment'z the Trenches were advanced 
very.near to the Connterſcarp, and we began todig, to dif- 
cover the Enemies Mines; notwithſtanding, there fell a great 
deal of Rain, and the conſtant Fire of the Enemy, A Lieu- 
renant in the Regiment of Anjow was killed, with two Sergeants 
of the Kings Regiment , and the Major of the Regiment of 
the Marine wis dangerouſly wounded, beſides 17 or 18 Soldi- 
ers which were killed and wounded, The King according to 
his cutom viſited the Trenches, being accompanied by Mon- 
fieur, who to that purpoſe, was come from his own quarter on 
the ſide of Wycke : And whilſt every one, with a great deal of 
bravesy, endeavored to put himfelt in the greateſt danger, the 
King commanded,” that no Voluntiers ſhould go into the Tren- 
ches without order; 

The'Twentieth the Duke of Monmesth, being the young- 
eſt Lieutenant General, relieved the Count de Zorge with two 
Bataillons of the Royal Regiment , and one of Swiſſes, and 
the Count de Aontal Mareſchal de Carp, relieved the Che- 
valier de Lorraine , witffa Battaillon of the Regiment of Buy- 
deville, and twoof Alſace, This Night the Trenches were 
advanced to within chirty paces of the Counterſcap , the 
Enemy

tourch it was the Duke of Monmonuths, and 
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upon the Counter'carp, 


were made, 
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Theloſs on our {ide was not inconfiderable, there having been 
in this Action above 490 men killed and wounded, and many 
of them Officers and Perſons of note, and amongſt others Sir 
Henry Jones, who that Night waited upon his Grace as a Yo- 
luntier, and was unfortunately ſhot dead in the Trenches with 
a Bullec through che Throat,” at the firſt great diſcharge of the 
Enemy. as the Sally was made. Our mea ſtill continued their 
Works to make a Communication between the Trenches and 
the Halt-Moon, whilſt the Enemy recrenched themſclves on 
the other end of it. In working we diſcovered a Mine, in 
wi:ich was Six Barrels of Powder, ready to be fired : By Ele- 
ven of the Clock the Line of Communication was finiſhed , 
when on a ſudden a Mine ſprang os the Right-hand, by which, 
above 50 men were killed, with a Captain, and an Enfign, 
winch was immediately followed by a Sally from the Town, 
who fell upon our men with a number fo far exceeding ours, 
that they were forced to give ground ; whereupon the Duke 
immediare!y ſent away a party of the Grand Muskettiers to go 
and make good that Poſt ; but the Enemy were already in 
poll:cſhon, and nor eaſte to be diſlodged, when his Grace with 
an undanted courage, and a reſolution beficcing the occaſton, 
reſolved ro go himſelf in Perſon to endeavor the recovery of 
theſe Poſts, being onely attended. by about adozen Engliſh 
Voluntiers, Perſons of Quality z with this Company , his 
Graee too impatient ro paſs by the ordinary way of the SallyPorr, 
leaped over the Works, and chrough a- ſtorm of Shocthac fell 
on all ſides, marched along the Paliſadoes, andpaſſed through 
a Sally-Port of the Enemies to come to the Halt- Moon, which 
he ſaw the Soldiers forſaking, not being longer able co main- 
tain it, till he with his preſence encouraged them to rerurn, 
which they did with new vigor, and being followed by whar 
force they could rally up in the Trenches ; the Enemy 
was the (ſecond time beaten off, though not withour the 
Joſs of ſeveral Officers and Soldiers which were wounded an4 
{l:in in greater numbers, then at the Night Attack, Mozficur 


dArtagnan , Captain of the Grand Muskettiers, was killed, as 


he ſtood near his Grice, with a Shot through his Reins, and 
Captain © Brien was Shot in the Leg. The Kings Musket- 
tiers, who behaved themſelves with extraordinary gallantry 
(as indeed all'in general did) were moſt killed and wounded : 
And noi came 4oo Men from the Camp. to reinforce us , 
though we had nat any farther occaſion for themz for the Duke 
concinued abſolute Maſter of his Conqueſt, and lefc the quier 
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poſſeſſion of it to the Duke de la Fenitlade, who came torelieve 
him at the uſual hour. The King was at the end of the 
Frenches at his Graces coming our, who received him with 
e>preſſions of joy tor his ſafe return, 3nd af manner of ſaris- 
{:-tion'n his Conduct. In theſe Attacks 700 Men, together 
1 Officers were killed and wounded. 

The other Artack commanded by Monſieur Aontal, had 
not the life ſucceſs, though it was managed with all the cou-

:-jolv:d robe made the Tueſday following, and accordin; ly 
unt de Lore, and /e Chevalier de Forrilles, whoſe day it was, 
had Orders to make two ſeveral Attacks, our Cannon baving as well this 
day as the day betore, fired very furiouſly upon the Enemy, and very 
much Battered their Forcifications, where the Attacks were intended to 
be made, though inthe meantime the Governor omitted ro endeivors 
to.rep:1r them again, andto pur all things into the belt poſture of de- 
fence he could; The Count d Lorge hid Orders tv Attack a Horn- 
work , which was on the left hand of the Half-Moon , taken the 2.4 and 
25 inſtant, andthe Chevalier de Forrielles , to attempt a Green Half- 
Moonon the Right hand of the Bruſſels Gate, near that part which is 
fet under Water. About eleven of the Clock at Night, the Sign being 
&iven by two pieces of Cannon, a Mine of ovrs which was fixed under 
the Horn-work, was Sprung, and immediately thereupon, our Men 
made the Atrack ; The Enemy made a ſtout reit.tance, firing very fu- 
rioufly upon us irum all parts, caſting sbundance of Granadoes amongſt 
us, and belides Springing ſeven Mines, one after another; notwirhſar- 
ding which, we bear the Enemy, and giinedthe Poſt, having killed 
many of them, and taken ſeveral Priſoners, among't which was, the Ma- 
jor of the 7:2/ian Regiment, and ſzyeral Miners, who diſcovered ſeve- 
ral other Mines, and which were by that means prevented from Spring- 
ing; Inthe meantime /- Chevalier de Forreille, advanced as ſuccesfully on 
the other ſide , who after a hot diſpute, made himſelf Maſter of the 
Green Halt-Moon, and thence advanced farther , and pained all their 
Our-Works; Some of the Priſoners ſaid,that the Governor himfelf Com- 
manded in the Out-Works , the better to encourage his Men, and that he 
ran great danger of being taken Priſoner ; This done, our Work was to 
ſecure our ſelves in our new Acquilition , which. had coſtus this day, 
about 400 Men, 


Wedneſday Night the Duke of onmonth Relieved the Count de Lerge, 
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and Monlieur Montal the Chevalier ae Foxreille, who advanced tome. 


what farther , till within 10 or 15 Yards of the Ditch, which was dry, 
there being nothing between us and the Town, bat this Ditch, and the 
Walls, which were very much Battered; In the mean time the Enemy

omitrednothing on their part, to defend themſelves ; that night they 
Sprung five Mines very near us, yet norſo near, as ro dy any execution, 
which we thought they would have followed -with a Salley, but they did 
not; The 1 hurſday which was the 29, the Duke de Fenillade, and Mon- 
ſieur Vaubr#n came upon the Gu:rd, but nothing paſt that night ;- on our 
ſide we were preparing for a general Afſault on the Town, and the Belie- 
ged began it ſeems to think on a Surrender, looking upon them- 
ſelves to be unable, after the loſs of all their Out-Works, and having no 
hopes of Relief, ro hold out, accordingly on Friday Morning early they 
delired a Parley, and in two hours time the conditions for Surrender were 
agreed , and immediately the Kings Regiment of Guards marchedin, 
and rook poſleition of the Brzſſels Gate : The Articles were , That the 
Garriſon 5000 Foot and 10co Horſe, ſhould March out with Bag and 
Biggage, Drums beating, Colours flyivg, &c. with twopieces of C an- 
non, and one Mortar piece, either to PBoiſteduc or Breda, as they 
thought belt. The Governor preſſed hard,to itay in the Town till Mon- 
Gay, butar length agreed, to march out the nextday, the 31 inſtant, 


Pos we have ſeen anendof this Siege in three weeks time , to the great 
3mrpriſe of all people, Who conſider the ſtrength of the place, and the 
nyeat Garriſen that was init, ana eſpecially of thoſe whothought it im- 
prim#able, or at leeſt, that the taking of it would have reſt the King many

Azonths, aud greateſt part of his Army ; Though certainly it may chi:fiy
